He was the 
beſt Saron Poet of his Time, an excellent 
Grammarian, Orator, Philoſopher, Architect, 
Geometrician, and Hiſtorian.

Among others, he tranſlated into Saxon, 
Gregory's Paſtoral, Boetius de Conſolatione, and 
Bede's 's Ecclef aftical Hiſtory. This excellent 
Prince complained: bitterly; that, from the 
Humber to the Thames, there was not a Prieſt .
